IN STATU QUO. 


THE CAT SHOWING NO SIGNS OF JUMPING. 
(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. } 

Loxpon, April 19—6 a. m.—The situation 
presents no marked change, for, although 
there are many circumstantial rumors as to 
the meeting of a preliminary conferefice to 
arrange for a Congress, there is nothing 
definitely decided on either point. Urgent 
efforts are in progress to induce Russia to 
withdraw her troops from the vicinity of 
Constantinople on condition that the English 
fleet shall retire to Besika Bay, and, should 
such an agreement be reached, 

THERE COULD BE NO DOUBT 
that it would add greatly to the prospect of 
a peaceful solution of the difficulties between 
England and Russia. The downfall of the 
late Turkish Prime Minister is favorably re- 
garded by Russia, and it is possible that the 
present Ministry will consent to an imme- 
diate evacuation of Batoum and Varna, for 
which Russia has pressed the Porte so 
earnestly, recently. 
ONCE IN POSSESSION 
of Varna, only ten hours’ sail from Constan- 
tinople, Russia would not probably object to 
withdraw her troops from the neighborhood 
of Constantinople, since that locality is now 
very unhealthy, while she would still be 
much nearer Constantinople than the En- 
lish at Besika Bay. . 
. QUEEN VICTORIA 
has issued a proclamation forbid- 
ding the exportation of torpedoes from 
England, and this action, taken in connec- 
tion with the embarkation of Indian troops 
for Malta, is considered as contradicting the 
general impression that progress had been 
made toward a peaceful settlement. 
IT 18 GENERALLY BELIEVED HERE 
that little of importance will occur until 
after the close of the Easter festivities, and 
that the situation will be practically unal- 
tered for a week ortendays. It is impossible 
to tell yet what are the tendencies of the 
new Turkish Cabinet, but as 
THE ENGLISH AMBASSADOR 

has been absent from Constantinople for 
several days visiting the English Admiral at 
Ismid, it is feared that the Russians have se- 
cured the appointment of a Ministry not 
nearly so favorable to England as the former 
one. 


IGNATIEFF. 
HIS VIEWS. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Tribune. 

New York, April 19—4 a. qm.—A London 
special says: A correspondent at St. Peters- 
burg telegraphs that he bas bad a conversation 
with Gen. Ignatieff, in which the General, in 
reply to a question put to him, summed up the 
situation as follows: ‘ England continues 
to show her teeth. Austria is almost 
appeased. England wishes to act only by 
diplomacy, and refuses to declare war openly. 
With regard to the other Powers, Italy’s inter- 


ests demand strict peutrality. France had a 


tendency toward Engiand, but the Marshal- 
President and the chiefs of the army 
want to remain quiet and keep on 
good terms with Russia. To sum up, 
the chances of an understanding are increasing 
gradually bat slowly. We must wait some 
time for a solution. The Congress will, per- 
haps, be replaced by arbitration with England, 
but nothing positive can be said on that point 
yct. Theemeute in Moscow last Monday was 
of no consequence.

Hence, prob- 
ably, the willingness of the St. 
Petersburg Cabinet to revert to Bismarck’s 
original idea of the Congress discussing the 
treaties of 1856 and 1871 rather than the 
treaty of San Stefano. If this suggestion is 
acceptable to Hngland, the difficalty of the 
assembling of the Congress without wounding 
Russia’s dignity might be easily overcome, but

PROCLAMATION. 

Lonpon, April 18.—The Gazette promulgates 
a proclamation by the Queen which prohibits 
the export or carrying coastwise of apparatus 
for torpedoes, and all apparatus for projecting 
inflammable materials or firing torpedoes. 

The Press Association reports that the British 
Government has chartered fifteen steamers to 
convey troops from India. The charters are 
made out with the option of Port Said, Alex- 
andria, or Malta. in city circles it is rumored 
that the Government entertains the idea of 
landing troops at the two former places, and 
occupy Egypt until the Conference meets or 
some satisfactory solution is arrived at. 

WARLIKE. 

Lonpown, April 18.—Orders have been received 
at Chatham to raise ail the infantry regiments 
there to the full war strength by Monday.

TURKEY. 
MINISTERIAL CRISIS. 

Lonpon, April 18.—The Cabinet crisis at 
Constantinople continues. It is believed that 
Ahmed Vefik Effendi, President of the Council 
of Ministers and Minister of the Interior, ad. 
heres to his resignation, Hut this is not certain. 
A reconstruction of the Cabinet is said to be 
impending, but no successor to Ahmed Vefik 
Effendi is mentioned. The contest is between 
Russia and England for supremacy. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 18.—Ahmed Vefik 
Effendi again tendered his resignation as Presi- 
dent of the Council and Minister of the Interior 
Wednesday, and the Suitan refused to accept it, 
but Wednesday night the Sultan dismissed 
Vefik Effendi and appointed Saydk Pasha as 
his successor, aud Mallan Bey as Sheik ul 
Islam. 

The following appointments have also been 
made: Minister of Foreign Affairs, Satvet 
Pasha; Minister of War, Izzcl Pasha; Minister 
of Marine, Ibrahim Pasha; Minister of Finance, 
Kiana Pasha.

NIHILIST RIOTS. 

LORDORN, April 18.—There have been Nihilist 
riots in the streets of Moscow, the nature and 
extent of which it is impossible to determine 
from official reports. The alleged occasion was 
the arrival of fifteen students from the Univer- 
sity of Kieff going into exile, whom the crowd 
surrounded, crying: ‘‘ These men suffer for the 
truth.“ An official account says: Acts of 
violence ensued. The students were conveyed 


to prison, pending their dispatch to Siberia, and 


tranquillity was restored.” Private informa- 
tion, however, attributes the 3 to the 
excitement growing out of the of the 
woman Vera Sassulitch for her attempted assas- 
sination of Trepow, the Chief of Police at St. 
Petersburg. She admitted the shooting of 
M. Trepow, and said she fired without caring 
whether she killed, wounded, or missed him, 
but with a determination to bring his conduct 
before the public. She herself had spent the 
best years of her life in a dungeon because she 
was a friend of a relative of a conspirator. 
There she learned to pity those who suffered in 
a similar manner. When she read in the news- 
papers that M. Trepow had caused political 
prisoners to be flogged, she determined to do 
vengeance on him. This was her whole de- 
fense. 

The speech of defendant’s counsel and verdict 
of acquittal despite the Judge’s charge evoked 
such expressions of applause from the press 
and the people that it is believed that the Gov- 
ernment will modify the present system of tri- 
als for political offenses. 

The outbreaks at St. Petersburg, Moscow, and 
Kieff, which followed the news of the woman’s 
trial, are said to have been so serious as to give 
rise to reports in Berlin that a revolution had 
broken out,

THE GREAT STRIKE. 
GOING OUT. 

Lonpon, April 18.—The total numberof looms 
in the strike district u 212,000, out of a total of 
470,000 in the Kingdom. The determination of 
the operatives and the unanimity of the em- 
ployers will not be fully tested until Tuesday 
or Wednesday next, when all the notices will 
have expired. 

At Burnley about 9,000 operatives will be idle 
to-morrow. The spinners expressed a willing- 
ness to accept the reduction, but, as the weavers 
refused, all have stopped work. At Burnley 
and Padiham the hands at all the mills except 
about three are either under notice orona 
strike. At Preston a third of the masters have 
accepted the compromise proposed by the ope- 
ratives for a 5 per cent reduction. 

A special from Manchester says: It is cur- 
rently reported in well-informed circles here 
that the operatives may be induced to yield 
before long, as their funds are very limited, 
and the present reduction is not, as at one time 
reported, meant to inaugurate a series of reduc- 


tions. 

At Preston the spinners working for firms 
who refused to compromise will strike to-day 
(Thursday). The weavers will continue to 
work afew days longer, and try further nego- 
tiations. 

Ar Blackburn 15,000 operatives are alread — on 
a strike. Conciliatory negotiations are pen ng 
at some of the mills, but it is regarded as 
most certain that nine-tenths of the operatives 
will be idle in a short time. 

PROPOSED COMPROMISE. 

A Manchester rom 9g says. from statements 
which have been ed there to-day it is con- 
fidently anticipated that a great representative 
meeting of operatives will shortly be held, and 
that a compromise emanating from them may 
be agreed upon.

THE TARIFF AND THE PEOPLE. 

It is hardly necessary to remind political 
parties, and especially politicians and mem- 
bers of Congress, that, though the American 
people are non-excitable, and submit to out- 
rages and wrongs longer than any other peo- 
ple will do, nevertheless they can be aroused, 
and, when they are, party lines and obliga- 
tions are forgotten and common cause made 
for the common good. When popular senti- 
ment reaches this point, parties, politicians, 
administrations, and members of Congress 
aré as powerless to defeat the popular will as 
are straws to arrest the hurricane. We have 
had of late years several instances of this 
kind. For many years the people of the 
country were oppressed by arbitrary regula- 
tions,and robbed of their substance by the abso- 
lute and relentless exactions of a corrupt, 
reckless, plundering system of railroad 
management. Intrenched behind the Dart- 
mouth College ‘‘ vested rights” decision, this 
management bid the people defiance. Each 
Board of Railroad Directors proclaimed itself 
an absolute, irresponsible sovereignty, 
exercising the extreme powers of con- 
fiscation by virtue of special, irrepeal- 
able, and unalterabletharters. Each railway 
official, from the President of the Company 
down to the. flag-man at the street-crossing, 
acted on the principle that a railroad corpora- 
tion had rights of robbery which it was not 
lawful to question. After years of patient 
endurance, and of vain appeals to justice, 
and honesty, and sound policy, all of which 
were scornfully disregarded, the people 
of the Western States, ignoring all 
other questions for the time, united 
and elected State Legislatures instructed to 
exercise governmental authority to limit the 
robber-like aggressions of the despotic mo- 
nopoly, and to provide the means of enforc- 
ing the legislation. Then came the wail and 
the cry of rage. ‘ The press of New York and 
of the Eastern States broke forth in violent 
denunciation of the West. It was declared that 
all such legislation was revolutionary; that 
it violated chartered rights; that, if persist- 
ed in, it would force capital to withdraw from 
railroad investments; that the West would 
be reduced to a solitude and 4 wilderness by 
the suspension of all railroad traffic and the 
actual removal of the iron rails from the 
road-beds. The people of the West were 
neither alarmed nor deterred. They saw 
their legislation adopted generally and 
eventually had its validity and its justice af- 
firmed to the fullest extent by the Supreme 
Court of the land. No man now ques- 
tions the power to enact) such laws; 
few men now question the wis. 
dom which prompted such legislation. 
In 1873 a reckless and dishonest act of leg- 
islation was perpetra by which the ma- 
jority of the members of the two Houses of 
Congress voted themselves a back-grab gratu- 
ity of $5,000 each out of the Public Treasury. 
The people, at the next election, without 
the least hesitation, removed foreyer from 
office ‘pearly every man who took thi money 
and did not return it. 

A more recent case, and one still fresh in 
the minds of the country, was the popular 
action concerning silver money. The dis- 
covery of the fraud so successfully perpetrat- 
ed in the secret demonetizatian of silver, and 
the attempt to plunder the public by making 
gold the exclusive coin for payment of debts, 
was sufficient to arouse the indignation of 


the West and South, and to unite men of all 


parties by towns, counties, and States in de- 
manding the immediate restoration of the 
silver dollar to its former place in the nation- 
al coinage. We all know what followed. The 
3,000 banks and money corporations of the 
country; all che leading and conspicuous pol- 
iticians seeking the Presidency ; all the mer- 
chants, manufacturers, and employes under 
pecuniary obligations to the banks; all the 
money-lenders holding mortgages, bonds, 
and other debt obligations ; all the corrupt 
and venal newspapers, Mammon clergymen, 
and magazine writers; the members of the 
Cabinet, including the President,—all gave 
the full power of their advice and control to 
defeat the popular demand. What did all this 
avail against the united demand of an indig- 
nant, outraged, and free-spoken people? To 
that demand Congress yielded as to a mas- 
ter exercising his inherent authority in the 
management and control of his own busi- 
negs. 

It may be well for Congress, and poli- 
ticians, and demagognes, and corruptionists

to the extent of defeating, by combination, 
any legislation to mitigate or reduce the 
robberies under cover of the 
tariff. The tariff is a complication of special 
legislation, creating special privileges, with 
special bounties and pensions attached, all 
at the public expense. It provides substan- 
tially that the people of the United States 
shall pay a tax of $625,000,000 annually, of 
which $125,000,000 shall be paid into the 
Treasury ahd the remainder collected and 
distributed among the persons and classes as 
provided m the Tariff act. This system has 
demoralized the public service. It has call- 
ed into existence a new and profitable pro- 
fession,—the Custom-House oath-takers,— 
men who swear dishonest oaths for dis- 
honest purposes. Persons 
the silk industry have demonstrat- 
ed beyond all controversy that, be- 
cause of the enormous profits offered by the 
tariff on smuggling, as much silk and cloth 
are imported annually without paying duty as 
there are which pay duty, and yet a single 
Senator can command the votes of a ma- 
jority of the Senate to retain in office the 
Collector of the port where all this fraud is 
committed. 

The opposition to any reform in the tariff 
is confined to no party. Like the opposition 
to the Silver bill, it is ional, and from 
nearly the same sections that sustained the 
fraudulent demonetization of silver. Do the 
men in Congress who have combined to de- 
feat any action on the Tariff bill compre- 
hend that the masses of the people have been 
for years imploring relief from this infamous 
legislation, and do they comprehend that 
these people are as prepared to re- 
lieve themselves by electing men to 
Congress who are free from the curse 
of tariff robbery as they were four years ago 
to rid Congress of the back-pay grabbers, 
and more recently the Gold Ring attorneys? 
If this Congress shall fail to modify the tariff, 
to give some relief from its exactions, then 
the people will probably at this year’s elec- 
tions take the matter into their own hands, 
and, ignoring all other questions, elect aCon- 
gress that will not stop at moderate amend- 
ments, but will lay the ax at the root, and rid 
the country of the whole infamous bounty 
system. Let political parties in Congress 
and individual members take warning; an 
outraged and plundered people will not 
always submit to trifling on this important 
subject. é 


THE SCANDAL ERA. 

The latest wave of scandal has broken and 
retired, and high and dry upon the social 
strand are several conspicnous wrecks, among 
them the Plymouth pastor and his white- 
souled victim, the Bishop of Michigan and 
his young amanuensis, two or three lesser 
lights in the church, some leaders in the 
society world, and some small fry who are 
only of consequence in completing a cata- 
logue that shows scandal is no discriminator 
of persons, and that human nature in the 
study, the cloister, the boudoir, the pulpit, 
and the cellar kitchen is about the same 
thing after all, when subjected to the same 
tests, and that even in the ashes of age still 
slumber their wonted fire. Of the two promi- 
nent wrecks,—Mr. Bren and the Bishop, 
—people will be inclined to look upon the 
latter with the most lenient eye, since he 
did not transgress with another man’s wife, 
nor did he seek the temptation through 
devious ways. His devious behavior was with 
a young woman who was either weak or 
wanton. He sought an ingenious repara- 
tion by marrying her to a young man 
who might have shielded her reputation had 
not the avalanche broken loose. At the first 
warning of the storm he resigned his charge, so 
that his flock might find a more faithful shep- 
herd, and started for the uttermost ends of the 
earth. Had Mr. Bercuzer done the same, 


and could he have taken with him all the 


dramatis persone of his fantastic dnd maudlin 
drama, it would have been better for him 
and for the other hearts that ache. 

Accepting the dogmas of fatalism, there 
need be no surprise at the outcroppings of 
ancient Davip-ism. These scandals have al- 
ways existed and, until human nature is 
constructed upon some entirely new basis, 
they always will exist. Mr. Brecurer and 
the Bishop are no worse than Noau, Soro- 
mon, Davin, the Elders, and many others of 
the Scripture worthies, who could sing 
psalms and write excellent proverbs. Sever- 
al of the Popes have lapsed into the great 
transgression, notwithstanding their infalli- 
bility. MonamMeEp was gailty of gross in- 
discretions, and, when detected in them, 
made them discretions by decrees which his 
devotees have ever since followed to the let- 
ter. Kings, Emperors, and Queens, Cardinals 
Lords, and high Ministers of State, have all 
bowed their lofty heads before the great 
temptation, and made penance afterwards in 
sackcloth and ashes. When the fathers of 
religion, and Kings, Queens, and Emperors 
have betrayed their trusts, it is not very re- 
markable that smaller mortals holding lesser 
trusts should also prove weak. Samson was 
strong, but DRLLan was stronger, and this 
will be until the endof time. It is not wise, 
however, to thrust our heads in the sand and 
pretend not to recognize this weakness of 
human nature, and to affect surprise when 
some erring mortal is discovered. It is still 
more unjust to sneer at the cause in which 
they have labored, or to lay their faults at 
the door of the church in which they have 
officiated. It is wiser to search for the inciting 
causes that have led to the increased fre- 
quency of these social crimes, and to see if 
they do not teach some lessons that men and 
women might study with profit. Undoubt- 
edly the repulsive doctrine of free-love has 
much to do with it. It has been an entering 
wedge that has cracked and weakened 
society more than is generally supposed, 
and akin to it in its influences is 
that inclination towards a marked and 
maudlin sentimentality which is a character- 
istic of our time. This sentimentality has 
largely entered into discussions of social re- 
lations, of the laws of divorce, and of the loose 
theories of family organization that are enun-

these scandalous disclosures shall help to 
convince men and women that the old-fash’ 
ioned notions of the family that prevailed 
before the grosser type of spiritualism, free- 
love, women's rights, easy divorce, ad- 
vanced thought, and much other humbug, 
classed under the general term of liberalism, 
gained ground, are more conducive to happi- 
ness virtue, there will be some eompen- 
sation.

denominations have not the machinery to 
suppress them that works so admirably in 
the Roman Catholic Church. It would bo 
better for the Church in every way if there 
were some absolute power that could effectu- 
ally smother the scandals and consign the 
transgressors where nothing more would be 
heard of them. It would be better for the 
Church in the cases in question if some one 
had the authority to colonize one of the Pa- 
cific Islands with her recent recreant chil- 
dren—and then trust to some natural convul- 
sion to sink the island. 
“WHO SAVED GRANT!” 

A writer in a recent number of the New 
York Sun professes to give some secret his- 
tory of the Grant-GREELEY campaign of 
1872, and pretends to name the man who 
saved Gen. Grant from defeat. This honor 
is conferred by the anonymous writer upon 
the well-known G. W. Onttos, of Phila- 
delphia. The story goes that a conspiracy 
had been formed by the Camzrons, Forney, 
Bana (then Postmaster at Philadelphia), 
and afew others to take advantage of the 
apathy of the officeholders during 1871 rela- 
tive to Grant’s renomination, and to secure 
the prize for James G. Bam. The state- 
ment is made that BLamm was cognizant of 
the movement, and went to Philadelphia to 
hold» conferences with the self-constituted 
President-makers. “Then the matter came to 
the ears of Mr. Cumps in some 
way not plained; Mr. Camps took 
Mr. Dari. into his confidence, and 
these two gentlemen warned Grant of the 
danger ahead. Thereupon was a sudden 
stirring-up of the office-holding class, and 
the machine was set going to renominate 
Geant, which had previously been regarded 
asamatter of course. The old Winnebago 
Chief—the elder Camzrnon—felt the reaction, 
and deserted Brame, much to the latter's 
disgust, and the conspirators abandoned the 
field. This story seeks some confirmation in 
the facts that Grant and Branm were not 
the best of friends during Grant’s second 
term, that Bam and the CamErons were 
no longer friendly, as Don Cameron's action 
in the last Cincinnati Convention proved, 
and that Grant ever after cherished the 
warmest friendship for CML DS and DX. 
This is all very well for political roman- 
cing, byt it is entirely unnecessary to delve 
after any mysteries to explain how Grant 
came to be nominated and elected in 1872. 
If he had any special savior, it was none 
other than Horace Grerezzy. As to the 
nomination, it was pretty certain all along 
that Grant would receive it,—so certain, in 
fact, that the Liberal Republicans, whose 
defection was owing to practices for which 
Grant was held responsible, did not await 
the action of the regular Republican Con- 
vention, but met in Cincmnati and made 
their nomination. Nor was it at all like- 
ly that the officeholders deferred their 
efforts in Grants behalf until after 
they had been warned that others’ were 
seeking the nomination. It was a foregone 


conclusion that Grant would be lifted into | 


the nomination by the power of the Ma- 
chine, if by no other, and the nomination 
of Greetzey made that assurance doubly 
sure. So with the election. Horace Gar- 
Lxr's candidature enabled Grant to read his 
title clear from the beginning. There was 
undoubtedly a widespread popular resent- 
ment at the many abuses that had grown up 
in the Civil Service under Grant’s Adminis- 
tration, and for a time it seemed likely that 
the protest would be strong enough to com- 
pass his defeat. But Horace Grezuey stood 
in the way. Had the Liberal Republicans 
and Democrats united upon a man like Apama, 
Trumsvu.t, or Judge Davis, the result might 
possibly have been different. But the capi- 
talists, the business interests, and the con- 
servative men of the country took alarm at 
Gnxrrrr. There was a general apprehension 
that he would prove pliable in the hands of 
the Southern fire-eaters, and that he would 
be the tool of political adventurers and 
financial speculators. .The result was the 
overwhelming majority which Grant re- 
ceived.

NOW LET THE COMMISSION “BRACE Ur. 

The customs frauds Investigation Commis- 
sion has reached Washington and had an in- 
terview with the Secretary of the Treasury. 


Presumably the object of the interview, on. 


the part of the Commission, was to urge the 
Secretary to allow them to complete their 
work before submitting a report. In this it 
seems they have been successful. Accord- 
ing to our Washington dispatches the gentle- 
men of the Commission talk more freely 
than they did in Chicago. They state that 
„the facts as originally charged have thus 
far been fully sustained”; that ‘‘allevidence 
taken thus far in different cities leads up to 
the New York Custom-House ”; that it the 
testimony to be taken hereafter confirms 
that already secured, the case against the 
New York Custom-House Ring will be com- 
plete,” etc. In regard to a remedy the Com- 
missioners decline to talk, but they say that 
there is no excuse for undervaluations of 
30 to 40 per cent, running systematically 
through a series of years.” This is as much 
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— a large volume of importing trade is 


retained in New York, which will be lost to 


that city the very day that these fraudulent 


are abolished,—cut off root 
and branch. It is evident that the 
Commissioners have gained greatly in confi- 
dence in their mission gnd courage to prose- 
cute the investigation to the end. Itis 
known that, at the outset, Mr. General Ap- 
praiser MerxpiTu the proposed in- 
vestigation as a mere formality, which could 
by no possibility result in any substantial re- 
form. This feeling on his part tended to 
discourage his colleagues, and the work of 
the Commission at Chicago dragged héavily 
for a few days. But the evidence produced 
was so startling that Messrs. BOA and 
Hinps were soon roused to high courage and 
great vigor. From that moment the success 
of the investigation was assured. Wedo not 
wish to be understood as casting the 
least discredit upon Mr. Mrnrorra. He 
has long known in a general way, doubt- 
less, of the existence of frauds in the 
New York Custom-House, and has endeavor- 
ed to put a stop to them. But he has never 
met with any success, and a series of failures 
has led to the conclusion, in his mind, that 
the Machine controlled by Mr. Collector 
Anrnon, backed by Senator ConxL1nG, is too 
huge and powerful to be attacked with any 
rational hope of success. 

We entirely approve of the plan of the 
Commissioners to hold clo all the secrets 
of their investigation until they have finish- 
ed the inquiry: Weare entirely satisfied of 
the gross inefficiency of the management @f 
the New York Custom-House, and of the al- 
most unfathomable deeps of corruption into 
which its subordinates in all its branches 


have fallen. Tux Trisunz originally preferred 


the charges upon which the pending investi- 
gation is based, and now the Commission 
declares emphatically that they are sustained 
by the evidence already taken. But we are 
willing, nay, desirous, that officials incul- 
pated shall have ample opportunity to put in 
their defense. This is the legal right of the 
worst criminal. But we counsel the Com- 
mission to be firm and resolute. Every 
effort will be made at New York to cover up 
frauds, to distract attention from the real 
issue, and to cajole, frighten, and overawe 
the Commission individually and collectively. 


There is a crown of honor awaiting the 


Commission if it shall prove as faiti@l and 
strong in the East as it has shown itself in 
the West. 


SENATOR HOWE’S EXPLANATION. 

It is a pity that Senator Hows could not 
find sufficient consolation in the bushel of 
letters which he says he daily receives from 
friends in Wisconsin approving of his course, 


and not attempt to make a bad matter worse - 


by rising in the Senate for a personal ex- 
planation. The simple truth is, that the 
gun Hows fired off did most execution at the 
butt, and when the smoke, cleared away the 
man who pulled the trigger was found 
sprawling about on the ground in a very 
grotesque and undignified position. Howz's 
speech was sufficiently explicit not to need 
a glossary now by way of explanation, and 
the appendix that he added to his harangue 
on Tuesday is in the naturé of a spe- 
cial plea, lacking in the essential qual- 
ity of truthfulness and sincerity. What 
the Senator was endeavoring to get before 
the country by this question of privilege was, 
that he was not an applicant for a place upon 
the Supreme Bench, and that his motives for 
attacking the Administration were patriotic 
and not personal; but that is altogether too 
thin to go down with his intelligent constitu- 
ency in Wisconsin, however much or little 
he may be able to bamboozle” the coun- 
ry at large. It is a fact well known in the 
Senators own State that all his personal and 
political friends did besiege the White House, 
urging HowI's appointment with a perti- 
nacity worthy of a better cause and with 
yearnings for his vacant seat in the Senate 
that could not be uttered. Several trips 
were made from Wisconsin to Washington 
by Congressmen and other influential 
Republicans, with no other object 
in view than to bring about 
that result. The names and dates could 
easily be given, but that is not necessary 
now; the Senators “explanation” will 
confirm the suspicions that existed where 
the facts were not known. It is not to be 
supposed that Senator Howz was green 
enough to make personal application and 
solicitation of Mr. Harm for an appoint- 
ment. He is too smart for that. Political 
intriguers and manipulators know how to 
pull the wires through their friends and ac- 
complish their little schemes while they re- 
main behind the curtain out of sight. 
Senator Howe has not read the lessons of his 
public experience backwards, nor is he ig- 
norant of the uses to which the Machine in 
politics may be put in cases of great emer- 
gency. And when he solemnly rises in his 
place in the Senate, and gravely asserts his 
innocence of the charge of office-seeking, 
the spectators must immediately think of 
Mr. Uriah Heap. 


Administering the oath of office vesterday to 
the two additional Judges of the Supreme Court 
of Wisconsin marks an erain the judicial his- 
tory of that State. That Court now consists of 
five Judges, and the regular term of service has 
been fixed at ten years, which will, in some de- 
gree, obviate the objection to an elective judicia- 
ry and the unstability that comes of frequent 
changes and improper selections. The two new 
Judges that are to take their seats for the first 
time to-day are both men of eminent attain- 
ments and experience in the legal profession. 
Both are over 60 years of age; both have spent 
their lives in the practice of law, or in service 
upon the Bench in the Circuit Courts, or 
in framing laws as members of the State 
Legislature. Judge Haritow S. Orton has 
been a resident of Wisconsin for over 
thirty years, and to the purity of his private life 
he has added a high reputation as a lawyer and 
successful advocate. He was for some time 
Dean of the Law Department of the Wisconsin 
State University. Two years ago he narrowly 
escaped an election to Congress from the Madi- 
son District. The Hon. Davip TaYLor is one 
of the best Known lawyers and ablest jurists in 
Wisconsin. He has served in both branches of 
the Legislature and as Judge of the Circuit 
Court of the Fond du Lac District. He has 
twice performed the principal part of the labor 
in revising the statutes of Wisconsin, first in 
1858 and again in 1877. He probably possesses 
amore minute and accurate knowledge of the

be no remedy at all. The only 
remedy which the Times correspondent can 
suggest is public opinion concentrated, —“ an 
opinion which shall have the effect of making 
citizens of defaulting States feel their in- 
feriority to their honester neighbors. Un- 
questionably,“ the correspondent goes on to 
say, as regards the cause of the Southern 
Confederacy in Europe, the selection of its 
President from the only State then having a 
smirched reputation was a capital blunder. 
The citizen of Mississippi, Tennessee, or Min- 
nesota should be put in question everywhere on 


account of his residence.“ This remedy is no 


more practicable and certainly no fairer than 
the other. It provoses to punish citizens who 
did not repudiate the debts, and who may even 
not have been rcgid@ts of the States when they 


were repudiated, for the sins of others. It would 


be as just to punish the editor of the Nation 
and the correspondent of the Times for the re- 
padiation of the Continental currency, or to 
make every inhabitant of Massachusetts re- 
sponsible for the odious Stay-law. 


JOSIAH QUINCY writes an interesting letter to 
the Boston Daily Advertiser about workingmen’s 
trains on the Massachusetts railroads. the 
motion of Josi QuINCY and some 
the Massachusetts Legislature six years ago 
p d a law requiring the railroads, on the ap- 
pl@ation af, 200 citizens, to run workingmen’s 
trains morfiing and evening. The petitioners 
for thedaw refrained from insisting upon its ex- 
ecution. They took the ground that there was 
no good reason why railroad corporations 
should be made to supply special accommoda- 
tien, to their own detriment, for any class 
of citizens, whether rich or poor. One railroad 
was persuaded to try the experiment, voluntari- 
ly, of cheap trains, and the result was a sur- 
prising addition to its profits. Two hundred eiti- 
zens have now united in a petition to the Bos- 
ton & Providence Railroad, in compliance with 
the forms of the law, requesting them to run 
Workingmen's trains. The petitioners call the 
attention of the Railroad Company do the fact 
that there are many unoccupied houses and 
large tracts of land on the main line of the road 
and the Dedham branch suitable for cheap 
homes for laboring people which would be oc- 
cupied, were they assured of permanent car- 
riage at low rates of fare. The same state of 
affairs prevails in some of the suburbs of Chi- 
cago, and the same success would no doubt 
follow the experiment of cheap trains here as 
in Boston. rs, 


Epwakp Dior, in the April number of the 
London Nineteenth Century, argues that wheu- 
ever, whether by Congress or otherwise, the 
Continental Powers come to deal, as they must 
at no distant veriod, with the possession of 
Egypt, they ought to find a British flagstaff 
already planted on the soil.

SUGAR. 


New York Importers State Their Desires. 
New York, April 18.—A meeting of New York 
sugar importers and refiners was held to-day at the 
rooms of the Importers’ and Grocers’ Board of 
Trade. Resolutions were adopted to the effect 
that the meeting disapproved of the tariff on sugar 
as proposed by the Ways and Means Committec; 
that the interests of the importer, refiners, and 
consumers, as well as the interest of the Govern- 
ment in the collection of revenue, ought to be 
equaily considered in the formation of a new 
for duty on this article; that 
best interests of the country require 
in the formation of a new tarif on sugar that such 
duty should not be imposed on the basis of yielding 
a larger revenue than under the existing tariff 
sugar already being one of the most dear y-taxed 
articles on the list. 

The following additional resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That. if Congress adopts the polari- 
scope, we deprecate the division of sugar into 
classes where the difference of a single degree of 
polarization would involve a heavy difference in 
dutv, and recommend that upon all sugars 
not above No. 13 Dutch standard in color 
the duty should be assessed on a graduated scale 
corresponding to the saccharine richness as ascer- 
tained by the polariscope, and that there should 
be a difference of 5 cents per hundred pounds on 
each degree, 

Resolutions were adopted recommending the fol- 
lowing scale of duties on sugar: On all tank 
bottoms, concretes, siraps of sugar, cane juice. 
melado, concentrated melado, concentrated mo- 
lasses, and on all sugars not above No. 13 Dutch 
standard in color, testing by the polariscope, not 
above 75 degrees, 1 75-100 cents per pound, and ali 
testing above 75 degrees 5-100 cents increase to 
the degree. 

On all sugars No. 13 Dutch standard in color, and 
not above No. 16, ZM cents per pound. 

On all sugars above No. 16, and not above No, 
20, Dutch standard in color, 4 cents per pound. 

On all sugars above No. 20, and on all refined 
Sugars, 4% cents per pound. 

On molasses testing not above 36 degrees, 6 cents 

r gallon, and above 36 degrees, 10 cents per gal- 
on. 

Copies of the resolutions were ordered to be for - 
warded to Washington.

TRICHINA SPIRALIS. 


Horrible Death of a Man in New York City 
from Eating Diseased Pork. 
Special Dispatch te The Tribuse. 

Nuw York, April 18 —Joseph Hartmann, a Ger- 
man tailor of this city, died Tuesday from trichi- 
nosis. Last Coristmas-Eve his wife cooked a piece 
of smoked shoulder for dinner. She observed, 
when she took it from the stove, that it had a pecu- 
liar appearance, but, as they were too poor to re- 
place it, they made the Christmas meal from it. 
Jan. 5, Hartmann, who bad previously been in ex- 
cellent health, began to complain. He suffered 
from loss of appetite, and insomnia, and paina in 
his joints. He also had remittent fever. He worked 
until about three weeks ago, when be took to his bed 
and Dr. Schmidt treated him for fever and de- 
rangement of the liver until the 9th inst., when 
the sick man was removed to St. Francis’ Hospital. 
Hie case puzzled the attending physicians. The 
symptoms did not yield to the remedies applied. 

he patient lingered until the 15th. Mrs. Hartmann, 
and their little boy, Paul, also became sick after 
eating the meat, the woman exhibiting similar 
symp sto those of her husband. Her face and 
eyes became swollen, and she grew so weak that 
she was rey able to work. Inthe case of the 
mother and child the sickness abated, and the boy 
is doing well, but Mrs. Hartmann is still confined 
to her bed. She says that, on cutting into the 
meat, she found, under the rind, a series of cells 
which she described as looking like blisters, and 
ofa different color from the rest of the meat.

EX-GOV. MOSES’ CRIME. 
Charleston (S. C.) News and Courier. 

The history of the offense for which F. J. Moses, 
ex-Governor of South Carolina, was recently ar- 
rested in New York, is as follows: InWanuary, 
1877, Moses, who was then editor of an evening 
newspaper here, bought a watch and chain, several 
brooches, rings, etc., valued at $316, from James 
Allan, jeweler, of Charleston, saying that they 
were to be presented to his wife on the anniversary 
of their wedding-day. Moses offered his note in 
payment, but Mr. Allan refused to accept it, m- 


timating that it was possible it might go to protest. 
Moses retufned the next day with the note appar- 
eutiy indorsed by Josephus Woodruff, of printing 
ring ene! The note was accepted by Mr. 
Allan, and Moses took the jewelry. A few days 
afterwards Mr. Allan asked Woodruff whetner he 
would like to shave his own note. Woodruff 
replied, with surprise, that he had given him no 
note. Mr. Allan then related the circumstances of 
the sale of jewelry to Moses, and Woodruff said 
that he had pot indorsed the note, that he had not 
secn s Within three months, and thathe had 
not — Moses any authority to sign his name. 
Mr. Allan then went in search of Moses, and that 
rson said, blandly, Why, my dear sir, I didn't 
ell you that Mr. Woodruff signed the note; but 
did he not tell vou that he authorized me to sign 
bis name for him No, sir, replied Mr. 
Allan, ‘* Mr.SWoodruff says that he did not au- 
thorize you to use his name, nor has he seen you 
within three months! Moses at once wiited, and 
said, with a show of penitence, ‘‘ Well, sir, 
you've got me. But if ron will give me until 
to-morrow morning, I will arrange the whole 
matter.” On the next morning Moses 
walked into Mr. Allan's store with a bravado air 
and asked the proprietor carelessly how he would 
like to have the matter arranged. ‘*I would like 
to have the money, said Mr. Allan; but if you 
will return me the articles, 1 will agree to cali it 
square. But,“ said Moses, I wish to retain 
some of those articles, and i have » proposition to 
make which I think will be satisfactory. I will 
return you a part of the jewelry and give you a 
order on my newspaper, which will be paid on Sat- 
urday night, for the remainder.” To this Mr. 
Allan assented, as the best thing he could 
do under the circumstances, and Moses re- 
turned with about $100 worth of the jew- 
elry and the promised order. On Saturday the or- 
der was dishonored, and then Moses made various 
promises to settle up shortly. His father, the 
Chief-Justice of the State, being ill in Columbia, 
young Moses went there to see him, and a few days 
afterward Mr. Allan received a letter purporting to 
have been written by Chief-Justice Moses, saying 
that Frank had informed him of the jewelry 
transaction, and that he (the Chief-Justice) would 
see that the debt was speedily paid. Chief-Justice 
Moses died, and the next excuse his son and heir 
made to Mr. Allan was that he was compelled to 
remain in Columbia to settle up his father’s estate. 
Mr. Allan then placed the matter in Solicitor Jer- 
vey's hands, and he put a warrant in possession of 
a Trial Justice in December last. A true bill was 
found against him at the last General Sessions in 
Charleston. Moses was evidently on the alert, as 
op the night the warrant was prepared he started 
North, and has not been in South Carolina since.

FIGHT WITH A PANTHER. 
Ottawa (Can.) Free Press. 
Last week a hpnter named Jacob Farquarson, 
while passing through the forest between White 
Fish Lake and Black-Trout Lake, near the head 
waters of the Madawaska River, encountered a 
puma, or American panther. He came across the 
carcass of adeer, which he stopped to examine, 
and found it to be the remains of a large upland 
cariboo. While looking atit, he heard a noise at 
some distance off, among the tree-tops. Shortly 
after, the sounds were repeated, and, oa looking 
up. he saw a large animal leaping from tree to tree 
toward the spot where he stood. He was armed 
with a Ballard rifle, and, as soon as the beast 
came near enoug he fired at it, when, 
to his surprise and alarm, the brute sprang 
from the tree directly at him. In 
the meantime the hunter had rapidly re- 
loaded, and, having jumped aside and behind a 
large pine before the infuriated animal could re- 
cover for a second spring, he gave it another dul- 
let. Both snots had taken effect, as was after- 
wards discovered, but neither in a vital part. Af- 
ter the second shot the puma turned and darted 
with a roar at the hunter, who drew a long, keen- 
edged hunting-knife, and, with his back against a 
tree, awaited his enemy.

With this our stocks are small, and the wheat re- 
maining in first hands is not confing for- 
ward freely enough to furnish an indorse- 
mem of the claim that our wheat crop of 
1877 was very largely in excess of that of any for- 
mer year. The gooa demand for our wheat, com- 
bined with the fact of small stocks in elevator, is 
what sustains our market in the face of great bear- 
ishness. The crowd wants to sell short, believing 
in lower prices, but is deterred from doing so to a 
large extent by the situation of the present.

indianapolis Journal. 

Chicago is agitated over a disenssion of the 
school-book question, induced by the refusal of 
the School Board to receive bids from the various 
school-book publishers, stating the lowest price 
for which they will furnish their books. The re- 
fusal of the Board to accept this proposition is re- 
garded as a determination to maintain the existing 
monopoly in school-books, and is severely cen- 
sured by a large class of taxpayers, to whom cheap 
an important item. The fact is, 
there is a vast amount of humbug and ewindling 
in this matter of school-books. Several of 
the leading publishing houses issue 
their books and employ agents to adver- 
tise their merite, push sales, etc. These agents 
are up to all the tricks of the trade. Lg — 
large salaries for puffing their own none, Ove r ying 
all others, and getting the former in uced an 
the latter crowded out. In addition te being 
plausible talkers, they know how to pull all sorts 
of wires, and are expected to do it in the prosecu- 
tion of their work. Thus the school-book tisiness 
isa 3 warfare, one agent no sooner getting 
the of his house introdaced than another 
agent. or perhaps a combination of agenta, sets 
to work to have them thrown out. The 
profit on the eschool-books is so enormous 
and exorbitant that the publishing houses can 
afford to spend a great deal of money in the rival- 
ry. Every few pease 9 new grammar, arithmetic, 
or geography brought out, smooth-talking 
agents are eupleves to prove that itis by far the 
best ever published, and School-Boards are easily 
convinced that euch is the case. These claims of 
superiority are for the most part absurd. In point 
of fact, there area dozen text- books Of equal effcel- 
lence — * y Seine ah one arithmetic, grammar, or 
geo about as goodas another.

Boston Journai, 

The New York Horta has been investigating the 
Socialist movement in that city and the country 
generally. Is finds that in New York City this 
organization numbers 4,000 German, French, and 
Bohemian Socialists, whose avowed purpose is the 
overthrow of our present social system. The 
leaders in New York claim a membership of 17, 000 
in the United States, and there are sections of the 
organization ia all the larger cities of the country. 
The movement was started about five years ago by 
afew Germans and Frenchmen who were com- 
pelled to leave their respective countries because 


of their connection with and prominence in revo-, 


lutionary schemes. A number of them were mem- 

bera of the infamous Paris Commune of 1871. 

Their headquarters is in Cincinnati, and the 

organization is directed by an Executive Com- 
mittee. 

For the propogation of its views, the organiza- 
tion publishes twenty-four papers in the German, 
Bohemian, and English languages. Under the 
direction of local agents ‘*‘ agitation meetings” are 
held in the principal cities every week, and onc 

eneral agent travels from place to place constant 

y to supervise and encourage the movement, The 
work of the organization is carried on very quietly 
in order not to attract public attention. 

A leader in New York who edits two of the 
Socialist organs claims that the nization can 
contro! 90,000 votes. He claims that it cast 2,000 
votes in New York last fall, and will give 10, 000 
next November. ile also points to the heavy vote 
at the recent municipal election in Chicago, where 
the organization secured about 8, 000 votes, and to 
the strength recently develo 47 in San Francisco 
when under the leadershi Kearney.

COUNTY FINANCES. 
A DEBPLORABLE OUTLOOK. 

Since the Finance Committee of the County 
Board has persisted in covering up the actual con- 
dition in which the profligacy and mismanagement 
of the Commussioners has placed the county finan- 
cially, ana since the Board has repeatedly refused 
to make, or cause to be made, an exhibit, a reporter 
was yesterday detailed to work out the informa- 
tion. The figures are taken from the books and 
records of the Board, and cannot be gainsayed as far 
as they go. The matter of indebtedness, old and new, 
and interest ou the same, has been omitted, as 
well as the Court-House fund, so the figures em- 
brace only what is known as the General Fund, or 
the appropriation for county purposes—thbe fund in 
which there is the greatest local interest. 

The table below shows: the appropriations for 
the severa) institutiogs and for miscelianeous pur- 

oses, inciudiug ali the courts, all salaries, print- 
ng, jail, ete., and the amounts expended from 
Sept. 1 to April 15, inclusive:

Balance for expenses for the year 


The expenses for county purposes, it is seen, has 
been for the last seven anda half months, $634, - 
045, and, on the assumption that the entire levy i 
collected, there is a balance of $45, 956 to run the 
country from now antil Sept. 1, or. adding the 
fees collected up to March 1, which belong to the 
general fund, a total balance of $175, The 
mass of the expenses, it will be notieed, have been 
for miscellaneous purposes, coverin the 
salaries of employes, the courts, jail, and 
several county ces, which have amount- 
ed to $47,600 a month, and which 
cannot be very materially reduced; and, taking 
the past as a basis for the future and putting the 
best possible face on the situation, there will not 
be enough to run the ‘‘ miscellaneous "' expenses 
alone, to say nothing of the county institutions! 
Closing all the institutions is, of course, impos- 
sible, but closing the County Agent's office, which 
can be done as well as notatany time, the entire 
appropriation for county purposes would be ab- 
sorbed at the end of June. 

The above deductions have been made, it will be 
noticed, on the false assumption that the entire 
levy will be collected. In years past the collec- 
tious have shrunk from 15 to 25 per cent, and this 
year will not be an exception, and if $575, 000 of 
the $680,000 appropriated is collected, the Coi- 
lector will have done well. Going on this hypothe- 
sis, and adding the $130, 000 in fees, all that there 
isnow that can be reasonably drawn against is 
$24, 000 to run the county up to Sept. 1, or a little 
less than enough to meet the bills for the present 
month, at the present rate of expenditures. The 
Board can draw orders, however, up to the amount 
of the levy. but itis not the part of wisdom to do 
it, and in the exercise of the right it will only 
postpone the inevitable crash, and further depre- 
ciate the county's credit. 

BACK TAXES. 

Then agam there is another hypothesis, —one 
which the Commissioners hang to with great tena- 
city. They say, when one talks finances to them, 
that the county has $483, 000 in back taxes to draw 
against. These are the same taxes that were sol- 
emnly pledged by the Board for Court-House pur- 
poses a year or more ago, and upon the strength of 
which that body escaped from being enjoined from 
letting certain Court-House contracts. The Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee says of 
these convenient ‘‘back taxes” that trans- 
— them to the Court-House fund 
was illegal and void, and that recently 
his Committee hasput them back to the General 
Fund to be used for county purposes, etc. With- 
out stopping to inquire as to either the right or 
power of the Board to make the original transfer, 
or the power of a committee to secretiy undo its 
work, the back taxes are back taxes, and promise 
to remain so. But to answer the argument of those 
Commissioners who, ignorantly or desiguedly, 
contend that the county was never in a better 
financial condition, admit that 50 per cent of the 
back taxes will be collected, or $240,000, at some 
time in the remote unknown, or even that the 
amount is now in the Treasury. This would give 
the county out of the appropriation for the year 
that will probably be collected and is yet unex- 
pended, $24,000, to which add the $240,000, and 
there would be $264,000 to run the county for 
four and a half months, or about $75,000 less 
than will actually be required, unless some great 
revolution is wrought in the management of affairs 
at once. 


THAT PASS. 
ALD. RIORDAN 
was Visited at his home in regard to the matter of 
that passed obtained by him of the County Agent, 
mentioned in yesterday's Tunern. He said he 
regretted nothing save his inability to remember 
names, which failing he alleges was the cause of 
the pass being issued to John O’Brien, instead of 
to Cornelius McDonough. It was he who asked 
Ald. McNally toaid himin getting the pass, and 
finally both went to Commissioner Spofford. That 
McDonough was a needy person is a fact. Heisa 
man of no energy,-and, although not exactly 
sickly, is described as being all skin 
and bone, and not able to do hard 
work even if he had had an opportunity. 
He has received relief at different times from the 
Relief & Aid Society, and has been for two 
years past a recipient of charity from the County 
Agent, the last donation having been received as 
late as last month. In defense of his position, 
Ald. Riordan asked the reporter to go with him to 
the home of the McDonough family, in a tene- 
ment-house on Morgan street. Arriving there 
the reporter found what might be termed 
respectable: poverty. The house was clean, 
and neatly arranged with a few old chairs 
and cheap prints. Mrs. McDonough is ap- 
parently an educated and thrifty woman, 
notable contrast to her husband's characteristics. 
he does sewing, and could do very neat copying. 
Her husband left town the day his pass was taken 
from him, paying $21 for his fare out of $25 bor- 
rowed froma relative. The gun which it is said 
he had with him he bought in a pawn-shop, it is 
said for $2.75, he having been advised to take 
such a weapon with him. In answer to a question, 
Mrs. McDonough said her husband had no property 
at Hays City, but that he was a subscription- 
member to a colony located thereabout mem bers 
of which had offered to help him make a 
living and homestead out there, should he 
determine to share their lot. He left her with 
four smal! children, the oldest a girl of 7 years, 
the rent months in arrears, and only a single $5 
note in her purse. A portion of this sum she has 
used in buying calico, Which she has made up and 
is trying to sell in the neighborhood. Aid. Riordan 
and others, she says, had frequentig helped them 
with fuel, bread, and clothing. 

Her present intention is to get along as best she 
can until her husband either makes a success in 
Kansas or comes back dead broke, and, inasmuch 
as he had only $1 cash after paying hia fare, she 
thinks the latter will be the most probable ending. 

SPOFFORD AND THAT PASS. 

Commissioner Spofford yesterday explained his 
connection with the issuing of the passon the rec- 
ommendation of Ald. Riordan and McNally. He 
says Riordan first came to his office to secure a 
pass for O'Brien, representing that he was a very:

than he had done. Spofford says he told him that 
he had no power to give him a pace, and referred 
him to the Committee on Public Charities, 
and asked him to meet them Tuesday at 
the County ent’s office. The next 
he heard of the aflair was Monday, when he was 
called out of the Board by the two Aldermen, and 
was followed by — 4 He says that be again 
told Riordan to come before the Committee Tues- 
day, but Conly said it was all right, and there was 
no use giving them any further trouble, and, know- 
ing them as he did, he signed the recommendation 
for a pass there and then, and so did Conly. Len- 
zen came up, he says, and he was about to intro- 
duce him to the Aldermen, when he said he knew 
them well, and he, too, signed the recommenda- 
tion.

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CARRYING FIRE-ARMu S. 
THE NBW YORK ORDINANCE. 

In compliance with the requirements of the city 
Ordinance recently passed by the Board of Alder- 
men and approved by the Mayor, the police au- 
thori of New York have for the past two weeks 
been permits to citizens to carry pistols. 
A Tripuns reporter yesterday inquired of Supt. 
Hickey.whether he had heard of the new order in 
New York, and what he thought about the wisdom 
of introducing it in Chicago. 

I hadn't heard of any such order being adopt- 
ed in New York,” said Mr. Hickey, ‘* and I don't 
think we have any use for it in this city. 

‘* Whatare the provisions in our ordinances 


about car weapons?” 

‘* Technically, only policemen are allowed to go 
armed, but under the State laws other officers of 
the law are allowed the same privilege.” 

lin New York, citizens are allowed to make ap- 

plication to the Captain of the precing’ in which 
they reside, giving their names, occupation, and 
reasons why a permit should be granted. If the 
Captain has proof of the applicant's respectability, 
he indorses the application tothe Superintendent 
of Police, who thereupon issues a numbered per- 
mit.“ 
That may do for New Tork, said Mr. Hickey, 
**but these forms are quite unnecessary in Chica- 
go. Here no respectable citizen is interfered with 
for carrying weapons. The penalty is oply en- 
forced against dangerous characters. 

Previous to the passage of the new ordinance the 
reguiations in New. York were nearly idenftcal 
with those in force here; but the letter of the law 
was more strictly adhered to, and all persons 
were liable to ’ fined who were found 
to de a weapons. Under the 
new exemption, 210 applications had been re- 
ceived up to Wednesday at police headquarters, and 
208 permits had been granted. About one-half of 
these were to bank-messengers, collectors, cash - 
lers, and clerks, the rest being divided amon 
people of all occupations. The first permit grante 
was to the secretary of a savings bank, who said he 
wanted to protect himself. An editor's application 
said. My duties require my presence in the city 
until 3 a. m., and I have a lonely way home. One 
reporter wrote, My professional occupations 
take me into dangerous places at dangerous hours; 
while another urged that he had to go for news 
among the worat — le, in the worst places, at all 
times. The Vice-President of a railroad said 

he wanted „to protect himself 

the railroad in case of a strike, 

and a cotton-broker’s professional occu- 
pations require him to be in or about the 
parks a great deal. Three undertakers were 
granted permits on their representations that they 
** nave to go into ali sorts of places late at night. 
Five butchers desired to defend themselves in 
case of necessity, as they carry a great deal of 
meg tome „ An optician wrote, I have to carry 
valuable instruments with me sometimes, and an 
oyster man that he had to carry oysters, money, 


want to be robbed of tnem. An ex-deputy Sheriff 
said: While a deputy Sheriff I made many en- 
emies among the bad classes, and I want to defend 
myself - go them if they try it on. Right law- 
ers and twelve doctors wanted to carry pistols, 
cause they are often required to be out late at 
night. A confectioner, a medical student, book- 
seller, and a tailor wanted protection for the same 
reason. 


RECORDER BROCKWAY. 
END OF THE INVESTIGATION. 
Fitzgerald’s investigation of Recorder Brock- 
way's office was finished yesterday, the proceed- 
ings being as barren of results in the way of sus- 
taining the charges as those of any previous 
day. The witnesses called were Messrs. Hommes, 
Sundelius, Arnst, Stitch, Massey, and LeBran, at 
present employed inthe office, and Messrs. Web- 
ster and Cameron, who were formerly with Maj. 
Brockway, but are now with the County Treasurer 
and the 2 Clerk. Their + nang prong | was, 
briefly, to the effect that no persuasion, no intimi- 
dation by threats of official decapitation, or any- 
thing of that kind, Was used to induce them to 
purchase the Major's lots down at South Engle- 
wood; that they bought, or did not buy, just 
as they pleased; and that, in the case of 
several of he boys, they tried to buy 
the lots, but could not do #0, for the reason that 
there was such a demand for them, and others had 
otin ahead of them and made their purchases. 
esides the eral testimony, Maj. Brockway intro- 
duced in evidence a number ofeffidavits, all going 
to show that $75 a lot—which was what the Major 
got for them—was a very reasonable price, indeed. 
The affidavit of Mr. Silva, the well-known real- 
estate man, besides stating that $75 was not an 
extravagant .price, explained that a statement ob- 
tained from him by Peltzer and used in the in- 
vestigation to show that this was a rather generous 
sum to ask for the lots, was based on a very gen- 
eral statement which Mr. Silva had made in regard 
to the value of property some distance away from 
and not nearly so valuable as Maj. Brockway's. 
The affidavit of Mr. — 4 
stated that in 1876 certain lots east of Maj. Brock - 
way's, and not so desirable, had sold at auction 
for $98 in cash. Henry Welk, a property-owner 
in South Englewood, deposed under oath that he 
refused, in 1875, an offer of $1,500 an acre for a 
sixty-acre tract lying near the Major's property; 
that be had since sold one and one-quartef acres 
for $2,590 in cash; and that, in 1873, he solid some 
lots on Halsted street, about twenty-five rods from 
Maj. Brockway's lots, for $400 an acre. The am- 
davit of Mr. George R. Clarke, an expert in real- 
estate matters, stated that $75 a lot for Maj. 
Brockway's lots in these times was a very fair 

valuation. 
The investigation has, in short, completely dis- 
roved the charges engineered by Peltzer and used 
oe Fitzgerald, and resuited in vindicating Maj. 
Brockway and his economical administration of 
the office.

THE CLEVELAND MEETING, 

The meeting of railroad managers and the rep- 
resentatives of the steamboat lines running from 
this city, to ports on Lake Erie turned out to be a 
complete failure, and no action of any kind was 
taken. The plan to pool the East- bound business 
between the railroads and steamboat lines was 
found to be impracticable, owing to the reluctance 
of the independent steamboats to join in such an 
arrangement. Still, the scheme was not entirely 
given up, and another conference will be held at 
Baffalo in two or three weeks. 

The railroad managers discussed the advisability 
of reducing the grain rates by all-rail to 20 cents 
per 100 pounds from Chicago to New York, m 
order to meet the rates made by the lake and rail 
routes. Mr. John Newell, General Manager of 
the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern wanted 
the rates reduced to the above figures, as his ro 
could get no business during the summer at the 
present rate. The other managers wanted the 25- 
cent rate maintained, as it was better to do a 
small business at good rates while the competition 
by lake lasted, than a large business at losing 
figures. Besides, it was argued that a reduction in 
rates would help nobody, as a reduction by rail 
would be followed by a similar reduction by lake, 
and business woald continue to take the latter 
channel. It.wasalso argued that the New York 
trunk lines—one of which was owned by the Presi- 
dent of the Lake Snore & Michigan Southern— 
would get the business whether it was going b 
lake and rail, or ali-rail,—the New York Centra 
connecting at Buffalo with the Western Transporta- 
tion Company, the Erie with the Union Steamship 
Company, and the Pennsylvania with the Anchor 
Line at Erie. The Baltimore & Ohio, al- 
though having no steamboat connec- 
tion of any consequence, was willing to 
abide by the present rates, preferring to get little 
business at this point but better rates for what it 
gets at interior points. Mr. Newell refused to be 
convinced by the arguments of the other managers, 
and left for New York yesterday to win Mr. Van- 
derbilt over to his position. If he succeeds, which 
he probably will, the grain-rates from this city 
wil! be reduced in a day or two to 20 cents per 100 
pounds; for, if one road makes the reduction, the 
others will have to follow suit.
